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PREFATORY NOTE 


THE need for a new English translation of the Festival Prayers 
has been long felt, and has yet remained unsatisfied. Almost) 
equally important was the necessity for producing an accurate | 
and continuous Hebrew text. | 
To carry out a consistent plan for the purpose of repro- 
ducing the Hebrew in strict conformity with the best authori- |

ties was in itself a labour involving prolonged and diligent | 
research, whilst the difficulties in the way of accomplishing | 
the task of translation appeared almost insuperable; they were | 
due to the fact that the historical character of the work | 
demanded special and widely different treatment for its sep- | 
arate parts. This applied peculiarly to the mediaeval hymns, | 
written, as they are, in different periods and in varying styles, 
coloured by the changeful environment of ages and frequently 
couched in obscure allusions to legends out of the vast store- 
house of Midrashic lore. It has been the object of the transla- | 
tors to preserve as far as possible the characteristics of each | 
portion of the original, and for this purpose the plan has been 
adopted of translating prose by prose, and verse by verse. The | 
original metre and structure of the verse has been frequently | 
adhered to, so that the worshipper might follow in the English 
version the traditional melodies in which the Hebrew is set. _ 
The general work of editorship has been discharged by Mr. 
Herbert M. Adler, M.A., LL.M. 

The prose portions of the Hebrew have been severally 
translated into English by Mr. Arthur Davis and Mr. Adler, 
and by them the Hebrew text has heen prepared.

The poems have been rendered into verse by Mrs. Redcliffe 
Salaman (“Nina Davis”), Mr. Israel Zangwill, and Miss Elsie 

Great care has been given to the preparation of the Hebrew 
text. It has been based upon the scholarly edition of Heiden- 
heim and upon manuscripts of the thirteenth to the sixteenth’ 
centuries. With a view to facilitating accuracy in reading, the 
mil’el stroke has been consistently introduced, in order to indi- 
cate the accent wherever it does not fall upon the ultimate 
syllable, for which system authority is found in several of the 
most famous vowel-pointed MSS. It has been thought advisa- 
ble, however, upon the same authority and for the sake of 
greater simplicity, not to mark the secondary accent or the 
hyphen-sign (maqgeph). The latter is an integral portion of 
the accentual system, serving mainly as a link in the musical 
notation, and appears out of place where the other symbols of 
that system are absent. On the other hand, the Scriptural 
passages which have been printed with the full notation are 
reproduced from codices of the Massoretic Bible. 

Advantage has been taken of the modifications sanctioned by 
the present and by the late Chief Rabbi to exclude a number 
of passages which have for some time been omitted from the 
service by the majority of English congregations.

Seven terms denoting vows are employed in the rite. The follow. 
ing Aramaic words, WON, ‘WAY, ION, 2, are found in their 
Hebrew form in Num, chaps. vi, xv. and xxx. and Ley, xxvii. in 
relation to the vow of the Nazarite, the consecration of substance 
to the sanctuary, and otherwise in regard to vows concerning our- 
selves only, These words, as well as »D\9p YIP, are met with in 
Talmud Nedarim (pages 1 to 3, and 10a), and are different modifica- 
tions of a form denoting “vow.” The remaining word 1435, 
“paraphrases,” has been added in order to include any similar modi- 
fication of the terms for a vow. Since all these vows concern our- 
selves only in our relation to God, what is the motive underlying this 
rite? The right of release may be traced to some of the Biblical pas- 
sages cited, and to the Talmud (Nedarim). The form our rite has 
taken is probably later than the Talmud, but it is undoubtedly very 
old, for R. Gaon Saadyah (tenth century) not only detends the form 
adopted by the Spanish and Portuguese Jews, but he describes the three- 
fold utterance of the prayer, and relates how the Chazay “begins the 
chant with bated breath, like a servant who approaches his sovereign 
in fear, then gathers strength in speech, and finally lifts up his sup- 
pliant voice, as a son at home in his father's house.” The variation 
in the texts is that the Spanish and Portuguese release those vows 
which have been made “from the Day of Atonement which has passed 
unto this Day of Atonement,” the fulfilment of which has been frus- 
trated by events beyond human control. Our rite is to release such 
vows which we have already made, the fulfilment of which will become 
due in the course of the year, that is, “from this Day of Atonement 
unto the next Day of Atonement,” but which might prove to be beyond 
our ability to fulfil. The underlying thought is: we have made our 
vows, our promises, our resolves; what if the opportunity to give 
effect to them be withheld? if ability or memory fail We, like Abra- 
ham, have lifted our hand unto the Lord. Have we soared too high ? 
If so, the prayer concludes, let our vows be no vow, our oath no oath. 
The attitude of the Rabbis towards vows is not wholly favourable; ef, 
the first chapter in the Shulchan Aruch Yoreh Deah, on vows. The 
Rabbis recognize that under certain conditions the vow is a potent 
influence for good, but they add a caution, not to become habituated 
ta vow, for sooner or later it will lead to transgression. The compo- 
sition of our Kol Nildré is a reflex of many ages. It is written in 
Aramaic, with the exception of one Hebrew phrase. Some of the 
words denoting vows tell of the hoary past, when the Temple stood in 
its glory and the vow was consecrated on the Altar in Jerusalem, 
yet the rite has an application to ourselves, as we stand upon the 
threshold of another year, with our vows, our promises and our 
resolves bound upon our souls.

NOTES ON THE TEXT 


I (to page 15).

THE prominent place assigned to the Kol Nidré rite in the Atone- 
ment Service, the importance attached to its recital, from a period so 
early that its date cannot be fixed with precision, and the strange 
Aramaic structure of the paragraph, are sufficient reasons for making 
it the subject of a note. 

There is a peculiar fascination in the prayer. The awe and solem- 
nity with which it is pronounced, the beauty and pathos of the three- 
fold chant, the scattered millions of Israel now gathered in’ anxious 
throng in every synagcgue in the world, are sure signs that the words 
of the prayer, written like an old inscription, are full of meaning; 
beneath them lurks a thought that is God-inspired, a conception of 
the sanctity of Truth. 

It is certain that the source of the prayer may be traced to this 
fundamental principle of the Torah, the sacredness of the plighted 
word; for as the touch of the dead defiles the body, so does the broken 
word profane the soul. “ . . . He shall not profane his word; 
he shall do all that proceedeth from his mouth” (Num. xxx). 

The vow is not the highest ideal in the aim towards righteousness; 
it is a loftier ideal to be holy because God is holy (Lev. xix. 2), yet 
the vow has its place as an aid to attain virtue. The Bible endows 
the vow with great sanctity, and affords striking testimony to the 
caution taken to avoid profaning it. An absolving clause was some- 
times included in the obligation, in view of an event arising which 
would render its fulfilment impossible. Jacob’s vow was contingent 
upon life and health and a peaceful return to his father’s house (Gen. 
Xxvili. 20-22). The faithful servant of Abraham took the oath im- 
posed upon him by his master; but he was careful to attach a condi- 
tion which would “clear” him of it, if his mission failed by no fault 
of his own (Gen. xxiv. 1-9). 

The various terms denoting vows employed in the rite, are applied 
to those only which concern ourselves in relation to God, and in no 
sense do they apply to obligations between man and man, which latter 
cannot be released by any formula, nor by any means but by the con- 
sent of the person concerned. The -Mishnah (Yoma, chap. viii.) 
speaks in no uncertain voice when it declares, “The Day of Atone- 
ment, and repentance atone for transgressions of man in his relation 
to God, but for transgressions between man and man there is no 
expiation in the Day of Atonement, until the wrongful act has been 
rectified.”

Authorities disagree in regard to the sense in which the second 
line predicates the first one. The Hebrew term nmwvy Dp is a 
Talmudic catch phrase, meaning “arise, act,” and obviously cannot 
be used in relation to all precepts. It is clear from passages in the 
Babylonian Talmud, Yoma 86a; Chulin 141a; Makkoth 15 to 17, etc., 
that the phrase is applied to positive precepts coupled to a group of 
negative precepts. Such a precept is a nwyS pnw iwS—“a negative 
Precept transformed into a positive precept,” i. e. if the negative 
precept has been violated, the attached positive precept must be obeyed 
as a remedial measure, and to these positive precepts the term applies: 
“arise, act”; e. g., “And when ye reap the harvest of your land, thou 
shalt not wholly reap the corners of thy field, neither shalt thou 
gather the gleaning of thy harvest: thou shalt leave them for the poor 
and for the stranger” (Lev. xxiii, 22). 


- . . “Thou shalt not take the dam with the young: thou shalt 
in any wise let the dam go... .” (Deut. xxii. 6, 7)... . “And 
ye shall let nothing of it remain until the morning: but that which 
remaineth of it until the morning ye shall burn with fire” (Exod. 
xii, 10). If the term “arise, act” relates to such precepts only which 
have become binding through the violation of the attached negative 
precept, the rendering of the passage should be “In the breach of 
positive precepts; and in the breach of negative precepts, whether an 
action be involved in the latter or not.” 


Against this view is the pithy gloss of Abudarham, the famous 
fourteenth century commentator on the ritual. He does not restrict 
the phrase “arise, act” to the group of precepts as cited, but applies 
it generally to the positive precepts. His words are—

year without blemish day by day, for a continual burnt offer- 
ing. The one lamb shalt thou offer in the morning, and the 
other lamb shalt thou offer at even; and a tenth part of an 
ephah of fine flour for a meal-offering, mingled with the fourth 
part of an hin of beaten oil. It is a continual burnt offering, 
which was ordained on Mount Sinai for a sweet savour, a 
sacrifice made by fire unto the Lord. And the drink-offering 
thereof shall be the fourth part of an ° n for the one lamb: in 
the holy place shalt thou pour out a drink-offering of strong 
drink unto the Lord. And the other lamb shalt thou offer at 
even: as the meal-offering of the morning, and as the drink- 
offering thereof, thou shalt offer it, a sacrifice made by fire, 
of a sweet savour unto the Lord.

Leviticus i. 11. 
And he shall kill it on the side of the altar, northward 
before the Lord; and the priests, Aaron’s sons, shall sprinkle 
its blood upon the altar round about. 


On Sabbath the following is added: 
Numbers xxviii. 9-10. 


And on the Sabbath day two he-lambs of the first year 
without blemish, and two tenth parts of fine flour for a meal- 
offering, mingled with oil, and the drink-offering thereof; this 
is the burnt offering of every Sabbath, beside the continual 
burnt-offering and the drink-offering thereof. 


Mishnah Zebachim v. 


1. Which are the places where the sacrifices were offered? 
The most holy were killed at the north of the altar. The 
bull and the he-goat of the Day of Atonement were killed at 
the north, and their blood, which was received in a vessel of 
ministration at the north, required sprinkling between the 
staves of the ark, before the veil and on the golden altar. The 
omission of any of these sprinklings invalidated the ceremony. 
The rest of the blood the priest poured upon the western base 
of the outer altar; but if he did not do so, the ceremony was 
not invalid. 2. The bulls and he-goats which had to be burnt 
were killed at the north, and their blood, which was received 
in a vessel of ministration at the north, required sprinkling 
before the veil and on the golden altar. The omission of 
either of these sprinklings invalidated the ceremony. The rest of 
the blood the priest poured upon the western base of the outer 
altar; but if he omitted to do so, the ceremony was not invalid. 
Both alike were burnt in the repository of ashes. 3. As to the 
sin-offerings of the congregation and of the individual—the 
following are the sin-offerings of the congregation: the he- 
goats of new moons and festivals—these were killed at the 
north, and their blood, which was received in a vessel of minis- 
tration at the north, required four sprinklings on the four 
horns of the altar. How was this done? The priest went up 
the ascent, and, turning to the middle ledgment bordering the 
altar, he walked along it to the south-east, north-east, north- 
west and south-west corners successively. The rest 
of the blood .he poured upon the southern base. These 
sacrifices had to be eaten within the hangings of the 
court by males of the priesthood, and might be dressed 
in any fashion, but had to be consumed within the same day 
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and the following night until midnight. 4. The burnt offering 
belonged to the most holy sacrifices. It had to be killed at the 
north, and its blood, which was received in a vessel of minis- 
tration at the north, required two sprinklings at opposite angles 
of the altar, making four in all. The offering had to be flayed 
and cut up, and entirely consumed by fire. 5. As to the peace- 
offerings of the congregation and trespass-offerings—the fol- 
lowing are the trespass offerings: the trespass offerings for rob- 
bery, for appropriating sanctified objects, in regard to a be- 
trothed handmaid, the trespass-offerings of a Nazarite who has 
become defiled, of a leper on his cleansing, and for a sin, the 
commission of which is doubtful—all these were killed at the 
north, and their blood, which was received in a vessel of minis- 
tration at the north, required two sprinklings at opposite angles 
of the altar, making four in all. They had to be eaten within 
the hangings of the court by males of the priesthood, and 
might be dressed in any fashion, but had to be consumed within 
the same day and the following night until midnight. 6. The 
thank-offering and the ram offered by the Nazarite on the ter- 
mination of his vow were of a minor degree of holiness. They 
might be killed in any part of the court, and their blood re- 
quired two sprinklings at opposite angles of the altar, making 
four in all. They might be eaten, dressed in any fashion, in 
any part of the city and by any person; but had to be consumed 
within the same day and the following night until midnight. 
The heaved and waved portions were treated like the rest, ex- 
cept that they might only be eaten by the priests, their wives, 
children and servants. 7. Peace-offerings were also of a minor 
degree of holiness. They might be killed in any part of the 
court, and their blood required two sprinklings at opposite 
angles of the altar, making four in all; and they might be eaten, 
dressed in any fashion, in any part of the city, and by any 
person within two days and one night. The heaved and 
waved portions were treated like the rest, except that they 
might only be eaten by the priests, their wives, children and 
servants. 8. The first-born, the tithe of animals and the pas- 
chal lamb, were of a minor degree of holiness. They were 
killed in any part of the court, and their blood required one 
sprinkling; only the priest had to direct it towards the base 
of the altar. The difference in their consumption was that 
the first born might only be eaten by the priests, but the tithe 
by any person. They might both be eaten, dressed in any fash-~ 
ion, in any part of the city, and by any person within two days 
and one night. The paschal lamb, however, might only be 
eaten by night, only up till midnight, only by members of each 
previously appointed number, and only roasted.

Beautiful in eleva- 
tion, the joy of the whole earth, is mount Zion, on the side 
of the north, the city of the great King. God hath made 
himself known in her palaces for a refuge. For, lo, the kings” 
assembled, they passed by together. They saw it, then they 
were amazed; they were troubled, and hasted away. Trem- 
bling took hold upon them there, and pain, as of a woman in 
travail. Thou breakest the ships of Tarshish with an east 
wind. As we have heard, so have we seen in the city of the 
Lord of hosts, in the city of our God: God will establish it 
for ever. Selah. We have thought of thy loving-kindness, 
O God, in the midst of thy temple.

Unless the 
Lord had been my help, my soul had almost dwelt in silence. 
When I said, My foot slippeth, thy mercy, O Lord, help me 
up. In the multitude of my doubts within me thy comforts 
delight my soul. Shall the throne of iniquity have fellowship 
with thee, which frameth mischief by statute? They gather 
themselves together against the soul of the righteous, and con- 
demn innocent blood. But the Lord hath been my fortress; 
and my God the rock of my refuge. And he hath brought 
upon them their own iniquity, and shall cut them off in their 
own wickedness; yea, the Lord our God shall cut them off, 

Psalm for the fifth day of the week: 

This is the fifth day in the week, on which the Levites in the 
Temple used to say: 

Psalm Ixxxi.: To the chief Musician upon Gittith, a Psalm of Asaph. 


Sing aloud unto God our strength: make a joyful noise 
unto the God of Jacob. Take up the psalm, and bring 
hither the timbrel, the pleasant harp with the psaltery. 
Blow the horn in the new moon, in the time appointed, on 
our solemn feast day. For it is a statute for Israel, an 
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ordinance of the God of Jacob. This he ordained in Joseph 
for a testimony, when he went out through the land of Egypt: 
where I heard a language that I understood not. I removed 
his shoulder from the burden: his hands were delivered from 
the basket. Thou calledst in trouble, and I delivered thee; I 
answered thee in the secret place of thunder: I proved thee 
at the waters of Meribah. Selah. Hear, O my people, and I 
will testify unto thee: O Israel, if thou wouldst hearken unto 
me! There shall no strange god be in thee; neither shalt thou 
worship any strange god. I am the Lord thy God, which 
brought thee out of the land of Egypt: open thy mouth wide, 
and I will fill it. But my people would not hearken to my 
voice; and Israel would none of me. So I let them go after 
the stubbornness of their heart: and they walked in their 
own counsels. Oh that my people would hearken unto me, 
Israel would walk in my ways! I would soon subdue their 
enemies, and turn my hand against their adversaries. The 
haters of the Lord would have submitted themselves unto him: 
but their time should have endured for ever. He would feed 
them also with the finest of the wheat: and with honey out 
of the rock would satisfy thee. 


Psalm for the Sabbath: 


This is the holy Sabbath, on which the Levites in the Temple used 
to say: 


Psalm xcii. A Psalm, a Song for the Sabbath Day. 


It is a good thing to give thanks unto the Lord, and to 
sing praises unto thy Name, O Most High: to show forth thy 
loving-kindness in the morning, and thy faithfulness every 
night, upon an instrument of ten strings, and upon the psaltery; 
upon the harp with a solemn sound. For thou, Lord, hast made 
me glad through thy work: I will triumph in the works of 
thy hands. How great are thy works, O Lord! thy thoughts 
are very deep. A brutish man knoweth not; neither doth a fool 
understand this. When the wicked spring as the grass, and 
when all the workers of iniquity do flourish; it is that they 
shall be destroyed for ever. But thou, O Lord, art most high 
for evermore. For, lo, thine enemies, O Lord, for, lo, thine 
enemies shall perish; all the workers of iniquity shall be 
scattered. But my horn hast thou exalted like the horn 
of the wild ox: I am anointed with fresh oil. Mine eye 
hath seen mine enemies; mine ears have heard of the 
wicked who rise up against me. The righteous shall flourish 
like the palm tree: he shall grow like a cedar in Lebanon. 
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They shall be planted in the house of the Lord; they shall 
flourish in the courts of our God. ‘They shall still bring forth 
fruit in old age; they shall be full of sap, and green; to show 
that the Lord is upright: he is my rock, and there is no night- 
eousness in him, 


Psalm for the Day of Atonement: 
Psalm xxxii. A Psalm of David. Maschil. 


Happy is he whose transgression is forgiven, whose sin is 
covered. Happy is the man unto whom the Lord imputeth 
not iniquity, and in whose spirit there is no guile. When I 
kept silence, my bones waxed old through my roaring all 
the day long. For day and night thy hand was heavy upon 
me: my sap was changed into the drought of summer. Selah. 
I acknowledged my sin unto thee and mine iniquity have I not 
hid: I said, I will confess my transgressions unto the Lord; 
and thou forgavest the iniquity of my sin. Selah. For this 
let every one that is godly pray unto thee in a time when thou 
mayest be found: surely when the great waters overflow they 
shall not reach unto him.

Do 
by us as thou hast promised: “And yet for all that, when 
they be in the land of their enemies, I will not cast them

their God.” Have mercy upon us and destroy us not, 
even as it is written: “For the Lord thy God is a 
merciful God: he will not forsake thee, neither will he 
destroy thee, nor forget the covenant of thy fathers 
which he sware unto them.”

Blot out our transgressions as a thick cloud and 
as a mist, as it is written: “I have blotted out as a thick 
cloud thy transgressions, and as a mist thy sins: return 
unto me; for I have redeemed thee.” Turn thou our sins 
as white as snow or wool, as it is written; “Come now, and 
let us reason together, saith the Lord: though your sins 
be as scarlet, they shall be as white as snow; though they 
be red like crimson, they shall be as wool.” Sprinkle clean 
water upon us and cleanse us, as it is written: “Then will 
I sprinkle clean water upon you, and ye shall be clean; 
from all your defilements and from all your idols will I 
cleanse you.” Atone our sins on this day and purify us, 
as it is written: “For on this day shali atonement be made 
for you to cleanse you: from all your sins before the Lord 
shall ye be clean.”

Those that are known unto us 
we have already avowed before thee, and we have made 
acknowledgment of them unto thee: and those that are 
unknown to us, lo, they are revealed and known unto thee, 
according to the word which has been said: The secret 
things belong unto the Lord our God, but the revealed 
things belong unto us and unto our children for ever, that 
we may do all the words of this Law. 

Thy servant David declared in thy presence, “Who can 
discern his errors? Clear thou me from secret faults.” 
Clear us, O Lord our God, from all our transgressions, and 
purify us from all our impurities, and sprinkle clean waters 
upon us, and cleanse us; as it is written by the hand of thy 
prophet, “Then will I sprinkle clean water upon you, and 
ye shall be clean; from all your defilements and from all 
your idols will I cleanse you.” 

Fear not, O Jacob; return ye backsliders; return, O 
Israel. Behold, he that keepeth Israel slumbereth not nor 
sleepeth, as it is written by the hand of the prophet: “O 
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Israel, return unto the Lord thy God; for thou hast fallen 
by thine iniquity.” And it is said: “Take with you words | 
and return unto the Lord; say unto him, Take away all 
iniquity, and accept that which’ is good, so will we render 
as bullocks the offering of our lips.” 
And thou, being all-merciful, dost receive them that repent; 

concerning repentance, thou hast promised us of old; and in 
repentance our eyes wait upon thee. 


On Sabbath add the bracketed words: 


And because of the love, O Lord our God, wherewith thou 
hast loved thy people Israel, and because of the pity, O our 
King, wherewith thou hast pitied the children of thy covenant, 
thou hast given unto us, O Lord our God [this Sabbath day 
for holiness and rest, and] this Day of Atonement for the par- 
doning of sin, the forgiveness of iniquity, and the atonement 
of transgression.

Reader. A day whereon we beseech thee, to remove our - 
reproach. 


Cong. and Reader. This day hearken unto our supplica- 
tions, and, as we entreat thee, forgive us, as it is written in thy . 
Law: Pardon, I beseech thee, the iniquity of this people, 
according to the greatness of thy mercy, and according as 
thou hast forgiven this people from Egypt even until now. 
And there it is said: And the Lord said, I have forgiven 
according to thy word. 
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Cong. and Reader. For the sake of the glory of thy Name, 
be thou found of us, O thou who art merciful and gracious; 
yea, have mercy, we beseech thee, for thy Name’s sake. 


Reader. A day whereon we pray thee to remember the 
meek prophet’s intercession for us. ; 


Cong. and Reader. This day forgive our iniquities and 
remember not our sin, as it is written in thy holy words: 
Remember not against us the iniquities of our forefathers; 
let thy tender mercies speedily prevent us, for we are brought 
very low. 


Reader. A day whereon our errors shall be sought, and 
there shall be none. 


Cong. and Reader. On this day confirm the word, Iniquity 
shall be sought for, and there shall be none, as it is written 
by the hand of thy prophet: In those days and in that time, 
saith the Lord, the iniquity of Israel shall be sought for, and 
there shall be none; and the sins of Judah, and they shall 
not be found; for I will pardon them whom I leave as a 
remnant, 


Reader. A day whereon men shall seek thee, who refinest 
and-cleansest-all. 


Cong. and Reader. This day thou wilt cleans us from all 
our sins, as it is written in thy Law: For on this day shall 
atonement be made for you, to cleanse you; from all your 
sins before the Lord shall ye be clean.

This day incline thine ear to our cry as 
it is written in thy holy words: O my God, incline thine ear, 
and hear; open thine eyes, and behold our desolations, and the 
city which is called by thy Name; for we do not present our 
supplications before thee for our righteous deeds, but because 
of thy great mercies; O Lord, hear: O Lord, forgive; O Lord, 
hearken and do; defer not, for thine own sake, O my God; 
for thy city and thy people are called by thy Name. 


Cong. and Reader. For the sake of the glory of thy Name, 
be thou found of us, thou who hearest prayer; yea, hear our 
prayer for thy Name's sake. 
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O God, who is like unto thee? 
Readers Congregation:

May a blessing come upon you all,

[Our God and the God of our fathers, accept our 
rest,]sanctify us by thy commandments and grant our por- 
tion be in thy Law; satisfy us with thy goodness, and gladden 
us with thy salvation, [and cause us, O Lord our God, in 
love and favour to inherit thy holy Sabbath; and may Israel 
find repose thereon who hallow thy Name,] and purify our 
hearts to serve thee in truth, for thou art the Forgiver of 
Israel, and Pardoner of the tribes of Jeshurun in all genera- 
tions, and beside thee we have no King to pardon and forgive 
our sins, yea, none but thee. Blessed art thou, O Lord, thou 
King who pardonest and forgivest our iniquities and the 
iniquities of thy people the house of Israel, and who makest 
our trespasses to pass away year by year: King over all the 
earth, who sanctifieth [the Sabbath and] Israel and the Day 
of Atonement. 


Accept, O Lord our God, thy people Israel and their 
prayer; restore the service to the innermost part of thine 
house; receive in love and favour the fire-offerings of Israel . 
and their prayer; and may the service of thy people Israel 
be ever acceptable to thee. And let our eyes behold thy 
return in mercy to Zion. Blessed art thou, O Lord, who 
restorest thy divine presence unto Zion, 


We make acknowledgment unto thee, that thou art the 
Lord our God and the God of our Fathers for ever and 
ever; thou art the Rock of our lives, the Shield of our 
salvation through every generation. We will give thanks 
unto thee and declare thy praise for our lives which are 
delivered into thy hand, and for our souls which are com- 
mitted unto thy charge, and for thy miracles which are with 
us every day, and for thy wondrous benefits which are with 
us at all times, even, morn and noon. Thou art the Benefi- 
cent One, for thy mercies never fail; thou art the Merciful 
oS for thy kindnesses never cease. We have ever hoped 
in thee. 
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Whilst the Reader says the foregoing paragraph, the Congregation say:

And he shall take 
of the blood of the bullock, and sprinkle it with his finger 
over against the covering eastward: and before the cover- 
ing shall he sprinkle of the blood with his finger seven times, 
Then shall he kill the goat of the sin-offering that is for the 
pacnie and bring his blood within the veil and do with his 
Hood as he did with the blood of the bullock and sprinkle 
it over against the covering and before the covering. And 
he shall make atonement for the holy place, because of the 
uncleannesses of the children of Israel. and because of their 
transgressions, in all their sins: and so shall he do for the 
tent of meeting, that dwelleth with them in the midst of 
their uncleannesses, And there shall be no man in the 
tent of meeting when he goeth in to make atonement in 
the holy place, until he come out and have made atone 
ment for himself and for his household and for all the 
assembly of Israel. And he shall go out unto the altar that 
is before the Lord, and make atonement for it; and he shall 
take of the blood of the bullock and of the blood of the 
goat, and put it upon the horns of the altar round about. 
And he shall sprinkle of the blood upon it with his 

seven times, and cleanse it, and hallow it from the unclean- 
nesses of the children of Tsrael And when he hath made 
an end of atoning for the holy place and the tent of meeting 
and the altar, he shall present the live goat. And Aaron 
shall lay both his hands upon the head of the live goat, and

confess over him all the iniquities of the children of Israel, 
and all their transgressions in all their sins; and he 
shall put them upon the head of the goat, and shall send 
him away by the hand of a man that is in readiness into 
the wilderness. And the goat shall bear upon him all their 
iniquities unto a solitary land: and he shall let go the goat 
in the wilderness, 7 | Aaron shall come into the tent of 
meeting, and shall put off the linen garments, which he put 
on when he went into the holy place; and shall leave them 
there. And he shall bathe his flesh in water in a holy 
place, and put on his garments; and come forth and offer 
his burnt offering and the burnt offering of the people, and 
make atonement for himself and for the people. And the 
fat of the sin-offering shall he burn upon the altar. And 
he that sendeth away the goat to Azazel shall wash his 
clothes, and bathe his flesh in water; and afterward he 
shall come into the camp. And the bullock of the sin- 
offering, and the goat of the sin-offering, whose blood was 
brought in to make atonement in the holy place, shall one 
carry forth without the camp; and they shall burn in the 
fire their skins and their flesh and their dung. And he that 
burneth them shall wash his clothes and bathe his flesh in 
water, and afterward he shall come into the camp. And it 
shall be a statute for ever unto you: in the seventh month, 
on the tenth day of the month, ye shall afflict your souls, 
and shall do no manner of work, the home-born or the 
stranger that sojourneth among you.

O my God, guard my tongue from evil and my lips from 
speaking guile; and to such as curse me, let my soul be silent, 
yea, let my soul be unto all as the dust. Open thou my heart 
to thy Law, and let my soul pursue thy commandments. And 
as to any who devise evil against me, speedily make their 
counsel of none effect and frustrate their designs. Do thou 
it for the sake of thy Name, do it for the sake of thy right 
hand, do it for the sake of thy holiness, do it for the sake 
of thy Law, that thy beloved ones may be delivered. O save 
with thy right hand and answer me. Let the words of my 
mouth and the meditation of my heart be acceptable before 
thee, O Lord, my Rock and my Redeemer. He who maketh 
peace in his high places, may he make peace for us and for 
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all Israel, and say ye, Amen. May it be thy will, O Lord 
our God and God of our fathers, that the temple be speedily 
rebuilt in our days and grant our portion in thy Law. 


And there we will serve thee with awe, as in the days of 
old and as in ancient years. And the offering of Judah and 
Jerusalem shall be pleasant unto the Lord, as in the days of 
old and as in ancient years.

Children of the four 
noble mothers, Israel unnumbered in their fourfold camp,’ 
cry aloud unto thee in a fourfold strain of prayer?; O regard 
and justify them. Remember him that walked in rectitude 
and bore the impress-of thine instruction in his flesh: for the 
sake of his righteousness blot out the stain of our sins; for 
lo! we have no Urim and Thummim. Instead of the rendering 
of bullocks, incline thou to the utterance of meditation; and 
for them that sound the horn on the New Moon, let there 
be atonement on this Day of Atonement; yea, suppress the 
fierceness of thine anger and be gracious unto the remnant 
of thy people. O let thy beauty be upon us, that we may 
live from the fountain that is with thee. O thou who art 
all-glorious, with whom is forgiveness, hasten to pardon those 
that prepare theinselves to meet thee. Reader. Prosper the 
fruit of our lips; hear our cry and forgive us. 

Cong. Our lips whisper of them that sleep in death; O 
may our words be potent before thee as the Psalms of the 
Lily. 

Reader. New generations and old seek shelter beneath the 
Shield of the patriarch. 

Remember us unto life, O King, who delightest in life, 
and inscribe us in the book of life, for thine own sake, O 
living God. O King, Healer, Saviour and Shield; blessed art 
thou, O Lord, the Shield of Abraham. 

Thou art mighty for ever, O Lord; it is thou who quicken- 
est the dead and art mighty to save. Thou sustainest the 
living with loving-kindness, quickenest the dead with great 
mercy, supportest the falling and healest the sick, loosest 
the bound and keepest thy faith unto them that sleep in the 
dust. Who is like unto thee, Lord of mighty acts, and who 
can be compared unto thee, O King, who killest and restorest 
to life and causest salvation to spring forth? 

Cong. The Day of Atonement is pre-eminent above all 
others; upon them that observe it thou wilt shew mercy and 
pity, and wilt silence the speech of the deceiver. Lo, on this 
day men take counsel and make confession with fervent sup- 
plication; yea. they awake those that sleep in the dust, and 
plead the merit of the lofty hills, their fathers. Of the deed 
of the binder and the bound they tell, which from of 
yore hath been treasured up by them, as a marvel- 
lous token and a power wherewithal to baffle ensnaring 
temptation. Thy promise of Israel’s ransom was given in

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the hour when the ram was caught in the thicket. And 
even thus thou wilt strengthen the hosts that day and night 
bend the knee unto thee. He who was the Fear of Isaac 
will terrify and close the mouths of them that would obstruct 
our prayer; he will deal gently with his offspring that obey 
his will, and will deliver them from crushing accusation; and 
even though we be empty of good deeds and have no sacrifice 
to offer, yet will he remember the righteousness of those who 
in their own sight were despised and rejected, and will turn 
aside his indignation from their race.

They shall testify Thy greatness, 
And of Thy power speak, 
And extol Thee, shrined, uplifted 
Beyond man’s highest peak. 
And with reverential homage, 
Of love and wonder born, 
With the ruler’s crown of beauty 
Thy head they shall adorn. 


With the coming of Thy Kingdom 
The hills shall break into song, 
And the islands laugh exultant 
That they to Ged belong. 
And all their congregations 
So loud Thy praise shall sing, 
That the uttermost peoples, hearing, 
Shall hail Thee crownéd King. 


And thou, O Lord, shall reign, thou alone, over all thy 
works on Mount Zion, the dwelling-place of thy glory, and 
in Jerusalem, thy holy City; as it is written in thy holy words, 
The Lord shall reign for ever, thy God, O Zion, unto all 
generations.

according to their ordinance; and the additional offering of 
[this Sabbath day and] this Day of Atonement will we pre- 
pare and offer unto thee in love according to the command- 
ment of thy will, as thou hast prescribed for us in thy Law, 
through the hand of thy servant Moses, by thy glorious com- 
mand, as it is said: 


On Sabbath the following paragraph is added: 


And on the Sabbath day two helambs of the first year 
without blemish, and two tenth parts of fine flour for a 
meal-offering, mingled with oil, and the drink-offering 
thereof; this is the burnt offering of every Sabbath, beside 
the continual burnt offering and the drink-offering thereof. 
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And on the tenth day of this seventh month ye shall have 
an holy convocation: and ye shall afflict your souls; ye shall 
do no manner of work. And ye shall offer a burnt offering 
unto the Lord for a sweet savour: one young bullock, one 
ram, seven he-lambs of the first year; they shall be to you 
without blemish, 


And their meal-offering and their drink-offerings as or- 
dained; three tenth parts for the bullock, two tenth parts 
for the ram, and one tenth part for each lamb, and wine 
according to the drink-offering thereof, and two he-goats 
wherewith to make atonement, and the two continual offerings 
accord'ng to their ordinance. 


On Sabbath the following paragraph is added: 


[They shall rejoice in thy Kingdom who keep the Sabbath 
and call it a delight; the people that hallow the seventh day 
shall, all of them, be satisfied and delighted with thy good- 
ness; for thou didst find pleasure in the seventh day and 
didst hallow it; the desirable of days didst thou call it, ii 
remembrance of the work of creation.] 


It behoveth us to praise the Lord of all, to ascribe great- 
ness to him who formed the world in the beginning; that he 
hath not made us like the nations of other lands, and hath 
not placed us like other families of the earth, that he hath 
not given unto us a portion as unto them, nor a lot as unto 
all their multitude; for we bend the knee

For those to whom thou 
art gracious, O Lord our God, they indeed have found grace; 
and those pitied of thee, they indeed have won mercy. For 
we know, O Lord our God, that thou wilt be gracious to 
whom thou wilt be gracious, and wilt shew mercy on whom 
thou wilt show mercy, as it is written in thy Law, And I 
will be gracious to whom I will be gracious, and will shew 
mercy on whom I will shew mercy.

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ORDER OF THE SERVICE OF THE HIGH PRIEST IN THE 
TEMPLE ON THE DAY OF ATONEMENT. 


Cong. Thou art strong in power and very great in might; for 
who can do according to thy mighty acts? Thou didst lay the beams 
of lofty chambers above the cold, surging waters, and the world didst 
thou hang upon nothing. When gloom and darkness like the shadow 
of death covered the Universe, thou didst cause the morning light 
to shine forth from the mantle of thy glory; thou didst separate 
the proud waters by a firmament like unto the terrible crystal? and 
the nethermost waters thou didst gather into the vast abyss, that 
they might not return upon the earth. When thou uncoveredst the 
face of the earth, lo! its fruit budded forth; a garden eastward didst 
thou plant for the delight of thy beloved. Great luminaries didst 
thou set in the firmament of thy power, and at thy word rose the 
host of constellations. Winged fowl didst thou form, and multitudes 
of fish were brought forth in the depths of the ocean, even Leviathan, 
reserved for the triumph of the righteous:3 from the clods of the 
earth were brought forth breathing and moving creatures, also Behe- 
moth, that basketh among reed and mire,4 destined for them of 
whom thou wilt make choice. Thou didst prepare food and drink, 
while yet there was no creature to sustain. Then didst thou fashion 
a body from clay with the impress of thine own image, and thou 
didst breathe into the frail life of man a pure soul from on high. 
Deep sleep fell upon him, and from his side didst thou take a 
help-meet, appointed by thee. Thou didst command him not to taste 
of the tree of knowledge; yet did he, deceived by the serpent’s 
guile, disobey thy word. Then was his doom pronounced by thee: 
by the sweat of his face shall man win his bread, and in pain shall 
woman bear; and for the subtle serpent, dust shall be his food. Thou 
didst ordain that man should have offspring of woman and her 
love: so did she conceive and bare. Together they came before thee 
with an offering and a sacrifice, he that was a tiller of the ground, 
and he that was a keeper of sheep; and thou hadst respect unto. 
the younger and unto his gift, but thou wast displeased with the 
elder. Quenched was the tenderness of his compassion; then rose he 
against his brother and slew him; yet when he sought thy face, 
thou didst set thy mark upon him. The sinful generation called 
upon idols by thy name, and thou didst bid the dread, flowing waters 
to pour forth, and the people perished. Lo! how did the proud ones 
err that said, Depart from us5; they were destroyed by the hot 
raging waters,® yea, they waxed warm and vanished.? But he that 
was worthy was saved; for thou didst shut him up in the ark- of 
gopher-wood; his children didst thou make fruitful, and they replen- 
ished the desolate earth. They that took counsel together to mount 
the skies were ensnared, and scattered abroad by blast of tempest and 
whirlwind, Beloved one, who came from other side of river,8 made 
thee known in the world; the solace of his old age did he offer unto 
thee even as a whole-burnt offering. As a lamb without blemish was

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the perfect man! chosen, for he delighted to dwell in tents, and was 
drawn near unto thee. An upright and beautiful race didst thou bring 
forth from his loins, wholly a right seed, without reproach. Thou 
didst desire Levi, the man thou didst love, to minister unto thee, to 
separate and to consecrate from his stock him that should minister 
in the Holy of Holies, crowned with the holy mitre, robed, and bearing — 
the urim, abiding seven days? in the place wherein all is glorious. The 
faithful once separated the High Priest one week before the tenth 
day, according to the law of consecration. 


Reader. The water of purification was sprinkled upon him to 
cleanse him, and each day he sprinkled the blood, burnt incense and 
trimmed the lamps, that he might become accustomed to the sacred 
service. 


Cong. Then the wise elders that sat in the gate gathered around 
him, and they said unto him, Read aloud the portion of the Law. 
Oa the dawn of the ninth day they escorted him to the eastern gate, 
and some of the beautiful sacrifices of the Day of Atonement passed 
before him. Toward sunset, the meal that was prepared for him 
was frugal, that his sleep might be calm; the aged men of his tribe 
led him forth to instruct him in taking his hands full of incense,® 
and they charged him upon oath to raise the pillar of incense within 
the Holy of Holies.* His flesh trembled and he shed tears that his 
zeal should be doubted; they also shed tears, turning aside as they 
wept; they sought by thoughtful speech in expounding the Law and 
by reading Holy Writ to keep him wakeful until midnight. With joy, 
they to whom the first lot fell removed the ashes from the altar; the 
second lot was cast for the removal of the ashes from the altar of 
incense and from the lamp; the third lot was cast among fresh priests, 
for one that should assist at the offering of incense; and for the ar- 
rangement of the members of the sacrifice was the fourth lot cast. As 
the watchman proclaimed the dawn of day, they spread a veil of fine 
linen to conceal him; he put off his clothes, bathed, and put on the 
golden garments; he stood and laved his hands and feet, and per- 
formed the first part of the rite of the morning continual burnt 
offering. He appointed another to complete it, while he received 
the blood and sprinkled it: he then went to burn incense and to 
trim the lamps, to offer the burnt offering, and to pour out the 
drink-offering: thus did he perform the rite of the whole-burnt 
offering, doing all according to the order thereof. Then spread they 
again the linen veil as at first: he then entered the chamber of 
Parvah in the sanctuary; he laved his hands and feet and put off 
his golden garments. He went forth and bathed, and put on the 
white garments, and laved his hands and feet. These garments were 
of fine linen from Pelusium, of the value of eighteen manim; most

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beautiful they were and fit for him that ministered unto the 
King of glory. The High Priest’s bullock was placed between 
the porch and the altar, facing the west, with its head turned 
towards the south. * 


Reader. He drew nigh unto it and, laying his hands upon 
its head, made confession of his transgressions, concealing 
naught in his bosom. 


Reader and Cong. And thus did he say: O God,' I have 
sinned, I have committed iniquity, I have transgressed against 
thee, I and my household; I beseech thee by thy NaME, make 
thou atonement for the sins and for the iniquities and for 
the transgressions,? wherein I have sinned and committed in- 
iquity and transgressed against thee, I and my household; as 
it is written in the Law of thy servant Moses, at thy glorious 
command, “For on this day shall atonement be made for you, 
to cleanse you: from all your sins, before the Lorp—”. 


Cong. and Reader. And when the priests and the people

Two lots that were made of gold were thrown to- 
gether into a casket, from which he drew one lot for the Name 
most high, and one lot for the rocky steep. He cried

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with a loud voice, A sin-offering unto the Lorp. They that 
heard him answered by blessing thy Name. He tied a scarlet 
fillet about the head of the goat to be sent away, and set it 
toward the place whither it was to be let go.

he made confession unto our Rock of his iniquity and that 
of his tribe. 


Reader and Cong. And thus did he say: O Gop, I have 
sinned, I have committed iniquity, I have transgressed against 
thee, I and my household and the sons of Aaron thy holy 
people.

Cong. He took a sharp knife and killed the  bul- 
lock as ordained; he received the blood in a bowl 
and gave it unto him that stirred it, to keep it fluid 
until the time for sprinkling, lest it should become thick 
and be unfit for.the atonement rite. Plucking flaming coals © 
from the altar, he took a light censer wrought of the gold 
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of Parvah, and fashioned with a thin receptacle and a long 
hand-piece, and cast three kabs of live coals therein: then they 
brought him a vessel loaded with the finest beaten incense. He 
took therefrom his two hands full and put it into a spoon; 
taking the censer in his right hand and the spoon in his left, he 
wended his way through the veils and drew near the staves 
of the ark; he set the censer between the staves and caused 
the smoke of the incense to ascend; he then came forth. 
Taking the blood from the priest that stirred it, he returned 
and stcod between the staves. Reader. He dipped his finger 
into the blood and performed the atonement sprinklings; ac- 
cording to the ordained number of times did he sprinkle, 
once above, and seven times below.! 


Reader and Cong. And thus did he count: one: one and 
one: one and two: one and three: one and four: one and five: 
ene and six: one and seven. 


Cong. He came forth and left the vessel upon the pedestal ; 
he killed the goat of the sin-offering, and received its blood 
in a holy vessel. Reader. He retraced his steps and stood in 
the appointed place before the ark: he performed the sprink- 
lings of the atonement rite according as he did with the blood 
of the bullock. 

Reader and Cong. And thus did he count: one: one and 
one: one and two: one and three: one and four: one and five: 
one and six: one and seven. 


Cong. He again came without and left the vessel, and took 
the blood of the bullock: with hastened steps he went and 
stood outside the veil of separation. Reader. He performed 
the sprinklings before the veil according to the ordinance con- 
cerning the covering, and hastened to perform the sprinklings 
a second time with the blood of the goat. 


Cong. He returned to mingle the blood of the two sacrifices 
wherewith he cleansed the golden altar, sprinkling it seven 


times upon the pure golden overlay, and putting it upon the 
four horns. 


Reader. He hastened and came nigh unto the live goat: 
then made he confession unto God of the ignorant and pre- 
sumptuous sins of the people.

He sent the goat away by the hand of 9 man that’ was in 
readiness unto the rock-bound wilderness, that it should bear the 
stain of the iniquity of this people unto a solitary land; he drove it 
over the edge of the rock, and rolling over in its fall, its bones were 
shattered like the breaking of a potter's vessel, The High 


. the sin-offerings, and took away the inward parts that were 
to be burnt upon the altar: and the parts that were to be 
burnt without the camp did he hang up; he then read aloud 
the portions of the Law for the day, laved his hands and feet and 
put off the linen garments; he bathed “a third time, put on 
the golden garments and laved his hands and feet, He took 
his own ram and the ram of the people and offered them for a 
burnt offering; the fat of the sin offering and the additional 
sacrifices he offered according to the Statute; again he laved his 
hands and feet, put off the golden garments, bathed and laved his 
hands and feet, put on the white linen garments and entered the 
Holy of Holies. He brought out the vessels he had used for 
the incense, and laved his hands and feet; he then put. off 
the white garments he had worn and put them away for ever: 
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“he again bathed, put on the golden Sarments, and laved his hands 
and feet: he then offered the continual burnt offering of the after- 
noon, burnt the incense, and lighted the lamps. The service being 
then ended, he laved his hands and feet; thus did he bathe five times 
and laved his hands and feet ten times. Lo! his face was radiant as 
the sun when he goeth forth in his might, rejoicing as he appeared 
girded and robed in his garments of honour. A perfect people con- 
ducted the faithful messenger to his home: they rejoiced at the good 
tidings, that the fillet, red as Scarlet, had become like snow: they were 
decked with salvation and clad with the robe of righteousness: a 
try of triumph rose, a song of joy and gladness. The clouds on high 
distilled and dropped their dew; the furrows of the field ran with 
water, and the land yielded her increase. They that gathered in of 
the seed of Peace, gave thanks; they that bare the sheaves, declared 
God's praise in melody; the nethermost parts of the glorious earth 


waters; he that purifieth them is the well of Israel, whose waters never 
fail. In whiteness and innocence they were made wholly clean; they 
were made new, even as mercy is new every morning; they were 
cleansed from every stain; the high Praises of God were in their throat, 
singing was on their tongue, in their mouth a new song. They rejoice 
in dread, and serve in awe the Holy One of Israel, the Sanctifier of

May it be thy will, O Lord our God and the God of our 
fathers, that this year that hath now arrived may be unto 
us and unto all thy people, the house of Israel, a year of 
plenteous store; a year of blessings; a year of good de- 
crees from thee; a year of corn, wine and oil; a year of 
enlargement and prosperity; a year of assembling in thy 
Sanctuary; &@ year of abundance; a year of happy life from 
thee; a year of dew and rain and warmth; a year in which 
the precious fruits shall ripen; a year of atonement for all 
our iniquities; a year in which thou wilt bless our bread 
and our water; a year of trading and merchandise; a year 
in which we may enter our holy Temple; a year of plenty; 
a year of happiness; a year in which thou wilt bless the fruit 
of the womb and the fruit of our land; a year in which thou 
wilt bless our going out and our coming in; a year in which 
thou wilt save our assembly; a year in which thy mercies 
shall be moved toward us: a year of peace and tranquillity; a 
year in which thou mayest bring us up rejoicing to our land;

The Reader here names the person who is first calied to the reading 
of the Law.

He repeats the response of the C ongregation, and continues:

After the reading of a section of the Law, he says the following 
blessing: 


Blessed art thou, O Lord our God, King of the Universe, 
who hast given us the Law of truth, and hast planted ever- 
lasting life in our midst. Blessed art thou, O Lord, giver 
of the Law.

And the Lord spake unto Moses, saying: Speak unto the 
children of Israel, and Say unto them, I am the Lord your — 
God. After the doings of the land of Egypt, wherein ye 
dwelt, shall ye not do: and after the doings of the land of 
Canaan, whither I bring you, shall ye not do; neither shall 
ye walk in their statutes. Ye shall do my judgments, and 
keep my statutes, to walk therein: I am the Lord your 
God. Ye shall therefore keep my statutes, and my judg- 
ments; which if a man do, he shall live in them: I'am the 
Lord. None of you shall approach to any that is near of 
kin to him, to uncover their nakedness: I am the Lord. 
The nakedness of thy father, even the nakedness of thy 
mother, shalt thou not uncover: she is thy mother; thou 
shalt not uncover her nakedness. The nakedness of thy 
father’s wife shalt thou not uncover: it is thy father’s naked- 
ness. The nakedness of thy sister, the daughter of thy father, 
or daughter of thy mother, whether she be born at home, or 
abroad, even their nakedness thou shalt not uncover. The 
nakedness of thy son’s daughter, or of thy daughter’s 
daughter, even their nakedness thou shalt not uncover: 
for theirs is thine own nakedness. The nakedness of 
thy father’s wife’s daughter, begotten of thy father, she 
is thy sister: thou shalt not uncover her nakedness. ° Thou 
shalt not uncover the nakedness of thy father’s sister: 
she is thy father’s near kinswoman, Thou shalt not un- 
cover the nakedness of thy mother’s sister: for she is thy 
mother’s near kinswoman. Thou shalt not uncover the 
nakedness of thy father’s brother: thou shalt not approach 
to his wife; she is thine aunt. Thou shalt not uncover the 
nakedness of thy daughter-in-law: she is thy son’s wife; 
thou shalt not uncover her nakedness. _ Thou shalt not un- 
cover the nakedness of thy brother’s wife: it is thy brother’s 
nakedness. Thou shalt not uncover the nakedness of a 
woman and her daughter; thou shalt not take her son’s 
daughter, or her daughter’s daughter, to uncover her naked- 
ness: they are near kinswomen; it is enormity. And thou 
shalt not take a woman to her sister: to be a rival to her,

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to uncover her nakedness, beside the other in her life-time. 
And unto a woman separated by her uncleanness thou shalt 
not approach to uncover her nakedness. And thou shalt 
not lie carnally with thy neighbour’s wife, to defile thyself 
with her. And thou shalt not let any of thy seed pass 
through the fire.to Molech, and shalt not profane the Name 
of thy God: I am the Lord. Thou shalt not lie with man- 
kind, as with womankind: it is abomination. And thou shalt 
not lie with any beast: to defile thyself therewith: neither 
shall any woman stand before a beast to lie down thereto; it is 
confusion, Defile not ye yourselves in any of these things: 
for in all these the nations are defiled which I cast out before 
you. And the land is defiled; therefore I do visit the iniquity 
thereof upon it: and the land vomiteth out her inhabitants. 
Ye shall therefore keep my statutes and my judgments, and 
shall not commit any of these abominations: neither the home- 
born, nor the stranger that sojourneth among you. For all 
these abominations have the men of the land done, which were 
before you: and the land is defiled. That the land vomit not 
you out also, when ye defile it, as it vomited out the nations 
that were before you. For whosoever shall commit any of these 
abominations, even the souls that commit them shall be cut 
off from among their people. Therefore shall ye keep my 
charge, that ye commit not any one of these abominable cus- 
toms, which were committed before you, and that ye defile 
not youselves therein: I am the Lord your God. 


The Scroll is held up and the Congregation say: 


And this is the Law which Moses set before the children 
of Israel, according to the command of the Lord by the 
hand of Moses. It is a tree of life to them that lay hold 
of it, and happy is every one that retaineth it. Its ways 
are ways of pleasantness, and all its paths are peace. 
Length of days is in its right hand; in its left hand are 
riches and honour. It pleased the Lord for the sake of his 
righteousness to magnify the Law and to make it honourable. 
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Btessed art thou, O Lord our God, King of the Universe, 
who hast chosen good prophets, and hast found pleasure in 
their words, which were spoken in truth. Blessed art thou, 
O Lord, who hast chosen the Law, and Moses thy servant, 
and prophets of truth and righteousness. ; 


Jonah. 


Now the word of the Lord came unto Jonah the son of 
Amittai, saying: Arise, go to Nineveh, that great city, and 
cry against it; for their wickedness is come up before me. 
But Jonah rose up to flee unto Tarshish from _the presence 
of the Lord, and went down to Joppa; and he founda ship 
going to Tarshish; so he paid the fare thereof, and went down 
into it, to go with them unto Tarshish from the presence of 
the Lord. But the Lord sent out a great wind into the sea, 
and there was a mighty tempest in the sea, so that the ship was 
like to be broken. Then the mariners were afraid, and cried 
every man unto his god, and cast forth the wares that were 
in the ship into the sea, to lighten it of them; but Jonah was 
gone down into the innermost parts of the ship: and he lay, . 
and was fast asleep. So the shipmaster came to him, and 
said unto him, What meanest thou, O sleeper? arise, call upon 
thy God, if so be that God will think upon us, that we perish 
not. And they said every one to his fellow, Come, let us cast 
lots, that we may know for whose cause this evil is upon us; so 
they cast lots, and the lot fell upon Jonah. Then said they 
unto him, Tell us, we pray thee, for whose cause this evil is 
upon us; what is thine occupation, and whence comest thou? 
what is thy country, and of what people art thou? and 
he said unto them, I am an Hebrew; and I fear the Lord, 
the God of heaven, which hath made the sea and the dry 
land. Then were the men exceedingly afraid, and said unto 
him, Why hast thou done this? For the men knew that 
he fled from the presence of the Lord, because he had told 
them. Then said they unto him, What shall we do unto 
thee, that the sea may be calm unto us? For the sea wrought, 
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and was tempestuous. And he said unto them, Take me up, 
and cast me forth into the sea; so shall the sea be calm unto 
you: for I know that for my sake this great tempest is upon 
you. Nevertheless the men rowed hard to bring it to the land; 
but they could not: for the sea grew more and more tempes- 
tuous against them. Wherefore they cried unto the Lord, 
and said, We beseech thee, O Lord, we beseech thee, let us not 
perish for this man’s life, and lay not upon us innocent blood: 
for thou, O Lord, hast done as it pleased thee. So they took 
up Jonah, and cast him forth into the sea: and the sea ceased 
from her raging. Then the men feared the Lord exceedingly, 
and they offered a sacrifice unto the Lord, and made vows. 


And the Lord had prepared a great fish to swallow up 
Jonah; and Jonah was in the belly of the fish three days and 
three nights. Then Jonah prayed unto the Lord his God out 
of the fish’s belly. And he said, I cried by reason of mine 
affliction unto the Lord, and he answered me; out of the belly 
of hell cried I, and thou heardest my voice. For thou hadst 
cast me into the deep, in the heart of the seas; and the flood 
compassed me about; all thy billows and thy waves passed 
over me. And I said, I am cast out from before thine eyes ; yet 
I will look again toward thy holy temple. The waters com- 
passed me about, even to the soul; the deep was round about 
me: the weeds were wrapped about my head. I went down 
to the bottoms of the mountains; the earth with her bars was 
about me for ever: yet hast thou brought up my life from the 
pit, O Lord my God. When my soul fainted within me, I re- 
membered the Lord: and my prayer came in unto thee, into 
thine holy temple. They that regard lying vanities forsake 
their own mercy. But I will sacrifice unto thee with the voice 
of thanksgiving ; I will pay that which I have vowed ; salvation 
is of the Lord. And the Lord spake unto the fish, and it vom- 
ited out Jonah upon the dry land. 


And the word of the Lord came unto Jonah the second 
time, saying, Arise, go unto Nineveh, that great city, and 
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preach unto it the preaching that I bid thee. So Jona 
arose, and went unto Nineveh, according to the word of th 
Lord; now Nineveh was an exceeding great city of thre 
days’ journey. And Jonah began to enter into the city | 
day’s journey, and he cried, and said, Yet forty days, anc 
Nineveh shall be overthrown. And the people of Ninevel 
believed God, and proclaimed a fast, and put on sackcloth 
from the greatest of them even to the least of them. For 
word came unto the king of Nineveh, and he arose from his 
throne, and he laid his robe from him, and covered him witk 
sackcloth, and sat in ashes. And he caused it to be pro- 
claimed and published through Nineveh by the decree of 
the king and his nobles, saying: Let neither man nor beast, 
herd nor flock, taste any thing: let them not feed, nor 
drink water. But let man and beast be covered with sack- 
cloth, and cry mightily unto God: yea, let them>turn every 
one from his evil way, and from the violence that is in their 
hands. Who knoweth whether God will turn and repent, 
and turn away from his fierce anger, that we perish not? 
And God saw their works, that they turned from their evil 
way: and God repented of the evil, that he had said that 
he would do unto them; and he did it not. 


But it displeased Jonah exceedingly, and he was very 
angry. And he prayed unto the Lord, and said, I pray 
thee, O Lord, was not this my saying, when I was yet in 
my country? Therefore I fled before unto Tarshish: for 
I knew that thou art a gracious God, and merciful, slow to 
anger, and of great kindness, and repentest thee of the evil. 
Therefore now, O Lord, take, I beseech thee, my life from 
me; for it is better for me to die than to live. The said 
the Lord, Doest thou well to be angry So Jonas Neeas 
out of the city, and sat on the east side of the city; and 
there made him a booth, and sat under it-in the shadow, 
till he might see what would become of the city. And the 
Lord God prepared a gourd,! and made it to come up over 
Jonah, that it might be a shadow over his head, to deliver

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him from his evil case; so Jonah was exceeding glad of the 
gourd. But God prepared a worm when the morning rose 
the next day, and it smote the gourd that it withered. And 
it came to pass, when the sun did arise, that God prepared 
a vehement east wind; and the sun beat upon the head of 
Jonah, that he fainted, and desired for himself to die, and 
said, It is better for me to die than to live. And God said 
to Jonah, Doest thou well to be angry for the gourd? And 
he said, I do well to be angry, even unto death. Then said 
the Lord, Thou hast had pity on the gourd, for the which 
thou hast not laboured, neither madest it grow, which came. 
up in a night, and perished in a night. And should not I 
spare Nineveh, that great city, wherein are more than six- 
score thousand persons that cannot discern between their 
right hand and their left hand, and also much cattle? 


Micah vii. 18-20. 


Who is a God like unto thee, that pardoneth iniquity, 
and passeth by the transgression of the remnant of his 
heritage? he retaineth not his anger for ever, because he 
delighteth in mercy. He will turn again, and have com- 
passion upon us; he will subdue our iniquities; and thou 
wilt cast all their sins into the depths of the sea. Thou 
wilt perform truth to Jacob, and mercy to Abraham, as 
thou hast sworn unto our fathers from the days of old.

- Reader. And thus may the Sanctification ascend unto 
thee; for thou art our God, a King of pardon and for- 
giveness. 


Cong. His chariot rideth the heavens and his strength is 
in the skies; in the dwelling of his habitation his holy arm 
hath rule: his dread is in thick darkness and his awe is 
over the highest heavens. His bow spanneth the firma- 
ment; his voice is on the waters. His throne is exalted, 
albeit he hath regard unto the lowly. “Holy” is his praise 
on high; on earth men utter “Blessed.” Gloriously re- 
sound the waters: the floods echo their thunder. The land 
is full of music; yea, the trees rustle their joy. The moun- 
tains skip, the hills break forth with song; yea, all Creation

From his place he will turn in mercy and be 
gracious unto a people who continually, evening and morn- 
ing. twice every day, proclaim the unity of his Name, saying 
im love, Hear— 

Cong. and Reader. Hear, O Israel: the Lord our God, the 
Lord is One. 

Reader. One is he, our God, our Father, our King, our 
Saviour: and he in his mercy will yet again let us hear, 
in the presence of all living, his promise, To be unto you 
for a God. 


Cong. and Reader. “I am the Lord your God.” 


Reader. Thou art most glorious; O Lord our Lord, how 
glorious is thy Name in all the earth! And the Lord shall 
be King over all the earth: in that day shall the Lord 
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be One and his Name One. And in thy holy words it is writ- 
ten, saying: 


Cong. and Reader. The Lord shall reign for ever, thy God, 
O Zion, unto all generations. Praise ye the Lord. 


Reader. Unto all generations we will declare thy great- 
uess, and to all eternity we will proclaim thy holiness; and 
thy praise, O our God, shall not depart from our mouth for 
ever ; for thou art a great and holy God and King. 


O have compassion upon thy work and rejoice therein. And 
when thou hast justified them that have been borne aloft by 
thee, thy faithful servants shall say: O Lord, be thou santi- 
fied over all thy works. 


For with thy holiness thou hast sanctified them that call 
thee holy. Meet unto the Holy One’ is his pious servants’ 
crown of praise. If there be no advocate of righteousness to 
plead against the witness of transgression, do thou thyself 
teach Jacob the word even of law and justice; and clear us 
in judgment, O King of justice.

Subdue our heart to serve thee, 
and bend our will to turn unto thee; renew our reins to 
observe thy precepts, and circumcise our hearts to love and 
revere thy Name, as it is written in thy Law: And the 
Lord thy God will circumcise thy heart and the heart of 
thy seed, to love the Lord thy God with all thine heart and 
with all thy soul, that thou mayest live.

For the multitude 
of their works is emptiness, and the days of their life are 
vanity before thee; and the pre-eminence of man over beast 
is naught: for all is vanity. 


What shall we say before thee, O thou who dwellest on 
high, and what shall we declare before thee, thou who 
abidest in the heavens? Dost thou not know all things, 
both the hidden and the revealed? 


Thou knowest the mysteries of the Universe and the 
hidden secrets of all living. Thou searchest all the inner- 
most recesses and triest the reins and the heart. Naught 
is hidden from thee, neither is anything concealed from 
thine eyes. 


May it therefore be thy will, O Lord our God and God 
of our fathers, to forgive us all our sins, to pardon us al] 
our iniquities, and to grant us atonement for all our trans- 
pressions.

And for the sins for which we owe a sin-offering; 
And for the sins for which we owe an offering according to\ our 
ability ; 
And for the sins for which we owe a trespass-offering for certaia 
guilt and a trespass-offering for doubtful guilt; 

And for the sins for which we deserve corporal chastisement; 

And for the sins for which we deserve the punishment of forty 
stripes ; 

And for the sins for which we deserve death by the hand of God; 

And for the sins for which we deserve the punishment of excision, 
and of being childless;

Subduing thine indignation to

borne up by thee. O God, who is like unto thee? 

As it is written by the hand of thy prophet: “Who is a God 
like unto thee, that pardoneth iniquity, and passeth by the 
transgression of the remnant of his heritage? He retaineth 
not his anger for ever, because he delighteth in mercy. He 
will turn again and have compassion upon us; he will subdue 
our iniquities; and thou wilt cast all their sins into the depths 
of the sea.” And all the sins of thy people, the house of 
Israel, thou wilt cast into a-place where they shall not be re- 
membered, neither shall "they be visited, neither shall they 
ever come to mind. “Thou wilt perform truth to Jacob, and 
mercy to Abraham, as thou hast sworn unto our fathers from 
the days of old.”

Thy shadow throw o’er penitent transgressors, 
So shall they flourish and no longer pine; 

The lost and exiled loose from their oppressors, 

~ong. That they may freely offer at Thy shrine. 


Accept our words as ancient sacrifices, 

When joined with righteousness, not merely breath; 
Our pleader heed, destroy his foe’s devices: 

Cong. Thou lovest life and not the sinner’s death. 


Establish us within Thy face’s shining, 
Annul our sins and save us from the grave; 
Before we call, our unsaid words divining, 
Cong. Accept the off’rings of our mouth, we crave. 


Thy people’s needs are large, their knowledge broken. 
Their wants and wishes they can scarce express; 
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O listen to their thought before ’tis spoken, 
Cong. Great God, so awful in Thy mightiness, 


Bereft are we of all the holy masters, 
In every form of prayer eloquent; 

Hence grows the daily tale of our disasters, 
Cong.

Reader and Cong. We have trespassed, we have dealt 
treacherously, we have robbed, we have spoken slander, we 
have acted perversely and we have wrought wickedness, we 
have acted presumptuously, we have done violence, we have 
framed lies, we have counselled evil, we have spoken false- 
ly, we have scoffed, we have revolted, we have provoked, we 
have rebelled, we have committed iniquity, we have trans- 
gressed, we have oppressed, we have been stiff-necked, we 
have acted wickedly, we have corrupted, we have com- 
mitted abomination, we have gone astray, we have led others 
astray.

am he that blotteth out thy transgressions for mine own 
sake; and I will not remember thy sins. And it is- said, 
I have blotted out as a thick cloud thy transgressions, 
and as a mist thy sins: return unto me, for I have re- 
deemed thee. And it is said, For on this day shall atone- 
ment be made for you, to cleanse you: from all your sins 
before the Lord shall ye be clean. [Our God and God 
of our fathers, accept our rest,] sanctify us by thy com- 
mandments and grant our portion be in thy Law; satisfy 
us with thy goodness, and gladden us with thy salvation, 
[and cause us, O Lord our God, in love and favour to in- 
herit thy holy Sabbath; and may Israel find repose thereon, 
who hallow thy Name,] and purify our hearts to serve thee 
in truth, for thou art the Forgiver of Israel, and Pardoner 
of the tribes of Jeshurun in all generations, and beside thee 
we have no King to pardon and forgive our sins, yea, none 
but thee.

This interpretation is supported 
by verse 22, where the place is described as “a desolate land” (MT YUN). 
The etymology of the word is obscure; the traditional rendering is “steep or 
rock-bound region of the desert,” the word being derived from [TY strength 
(hence rock), and PIN. to go precipitately, See Talmud Babli Yoma, 67).

This meditation was composed, or at least reduced to its present form, by 
R. Meshullam ben Kalonymos, who flourished in Mayence about the year 1000 
C.E. “There is a well-known legend as to its origin, which is recounted in a 
MS. attributed to R. Ephraim of Bonn, who lived in the latter part of twelfth 
century. It tells of one Rabbi Amnon of Mayence, and relates how the Arch- 
bishop of that Court continually urged the Rabbi to change his faith, and how, 
exasperated at length by his repeated refusals, he ordered his hands and feet 
to be mutilated. The Festival of the New Year was then at hand, and the 
Rabbi, dying from the effects of his wounds, was at his own request carried 
into the synagogue. When the Hazan was about to recite the Kedushah, Rabbi 
Amnon stayed him, saying, “Pause that I may sanctify the most holy Name.” 
He then began the hymn PN 73NJ) and expired as he reached the words 
SWDWI ANID wid’) R. Meshullam ben Kalonymos was said to have 
published this poem as a memorial of the martyr, and it has formed a portion 
of the New Year’s service among the Jews observing the German and Polish 


ritual since that period.
